Platte, committee chairman, 
said he opposes the bill. 


'Consumers Takeover' 


"It's a Consumers takeover, 


and I'll never support it," he 
declared. 


The bill would consolidate 


the wholesale activities of Con- 
sumers Public Power District, 
Loup River Public Power Dis- 
trict and Platte Valley Pub- 
lic Power and Irrigation Dis- 
trict. 


The measure is supported 


by Consumers and most rural 
districts, but strongly opposed 
by both L o u p and Platte, 
which together form the Ne- 


braska Public Power System. 


Amendments were adopted

from which directors of the 
new unified board would be 
chosen. 


Named by Governor 


Under provisions of the bill, 


members of the new nine-mem- 
ber board would first be ap- 
pointed by the governor from 
among present directors of 
Loup, Platte and Consumers 
boards, with no more t h a n 
four members from any of 
the three boards. 


Members would serve stag- 


gered terms; then the district 
slots would be filled by elec- 
tion.

Protests From Academe 
These are some of the pro- 


tests that have arisen across 
the nation—largely from the 
academic c o m m u n i t y — 
against the Johnson adminis- 
tration's policy in Viet Nam. 


By far the most popular 


form of protest is also the 
newest—the teach-in. 


Teach-ins reportedly began 


at the University of Michigan 
on March 24, when about 2,000 
students and faculty members 
took part in a 12-hour all- 
night seminar. Since t h e n 
they have spread to more 
than 30 other colleges. 


Nothing Taught 


Some say that teach-ins are 


not really teach-ins, because 
nothing is taught. Usually the 
sessions consist of faculty 
members giving their reasons 
why they think the U n i t e d 


States should pull out of Viet 
Nam. 


There have been some dem- 


onstrations in favor of ad- 
ministration policy. But acad- 
emia's big protest is yet to 
come. 


Saturday afternoon, profes- 


sors from numerous colleges 
and universities are scheduled 
to take part in the first "na- 
tional teach-in" in Washing- 
ton, 
D.C. McGeorge Bundy, 


Johnson's special assistant for 
national security, will be on 
hand for the administration. 


Teach-ins are nearly always 


held after class hours. Gen- 
erally they continue well into 
the night. One, at Oregon, 
lasted all night. 


A sign that the teach-ins 


are being taken seriously by 
the Johnson administration 
was the recent criticism by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
of the "gullibility of educated 
men" on the Viet Nam ques- 
tion. 


The State Department has 


begun dispatching officials to 
some colleges to give the ad- 
ministration viewpoint. 


A State Department spokes- 


man at Harvard, Turner A. 
Shelton, was booed when he 
said he saw tyranny "in the 
faces of Tibetan refugees who 
climbed the cruel and merci- 
less trails through the Hima- 
layas to India to escape from 
the Communist Chinese.' 


Heckled 


Shelton was heckled when 


he referred to criticism of the 
U.S. bombings over N o r t h

a shout from the audience.

They u^ed 10 make a lot of movie t 


about the hard life of the pioneers and 
they still could. We don't call them pio- 
neers any more because they are no! se:- 
tling and opening a new land, bul they still 
can have a hard life. Tiaey are the farmei s 
and ranchers of Nebraska who despite the 
scientific progress of agriculture, still mu->t 
rely upon nature 


Around the Scottsbluff area, beets ha\e 


been planted where there is some irriga- 


tion and much of tne 
crop ^n't coming up. 
That is because irriga- 
tion is generally a Mip- 
plement, a way to tide 


agriculture over when rain is in short sup- 
ply. But eventually the rain has to come 
because irrigation alone cannot do the job. 
In the movie, the pioneer family struggled 
hard to eke out a crop from the land The 
cattle wandered the countryside in search 
of water and just as man and beast were 
about to despair, the skies opened up and a 
deluge soaked the earth. 


AH but that happy ending could be 


filmed today in an area of Nebraska from 
Broken Bow on west. Travel down a coun- 
try road by car and you keep thinking 
another automobile is approaching. But 
what you see turns out to be not another 
car but a cloud of dust whipped up and car- 
ried along by the wind. 


It is a choking ride and a dishearten- 


ing one. Some of the areas you see are still 
brown from the dormant winter season and 
up to 20 percent of the trees there have 
already been lost. Winter wheat is green 
but stunted and if it produces anything at 
all, it will be in the area of five bushels 
or so to the acre, a far cry from the 20- 
to-30-bushel normal yields. And the 50 bush- 
el bumper crops just won't be coming out 
of the Panhandle at all this year. 
* 


Cattle roam the pastures but they find 


nothing to satisfy them. A few lucky ones 
might hit it rich in a small low spot where 
a patch of green persists but most of them 
must be supplied through feed lot practices. 
And even hay is now in short supply, bring- 
ing cattle men closer and closer to the 
hour of decision. Very soon now, they will 
be making their decision. If hay can be 
shipped in at a favorable p r i c e with low 
shipping rates, some of them will hold on to 
their herds. Even with that, some of the 
cattle men will probably sell out. There is a 
good chance that some of them are already 
at the point where they will not make it, 
where they will sell out and move on — to

For some time now. the towns in this 


drought-slricken area of Nebraska ha\e fell 
the pinch of rural hardship. What is hap- 
pening is the product of a year and a half 
of well below normal precipitation. A n d 
even if it rained today, the problem would 
remain. Summer is hardly here before the 
Panhandle is looking ahead to next spring. 
It will be next spring before things could 
really turn for the better and that will 
happen only if it begins lo rain UT\ soon. 
The early «rass is now gone for this jear 
and the wheat crop is alreadv 30 to 50 per- 
cent lost.

The .situation for ihe coming winter is 


not encouraging becau.se some areas hav*1 
already lost naif 
tneir hay 
crop and 


couldn't get it back even if it rained ex- 
tensively from now on. That means next 
spring is the next point of real hope and 
the situation 
with 
some farmers and 


ranchers is already critical. 


The picture painted by those who have 


toured the state's drought area is not an 
encouraging one. It is a hardship that the 
state knows all too well but one that gets 
no easier with experience. And the eastern 
Nebraska resident who isn't concerned with 
the situation has an unfortunate lack of 
understanding of his state. 


We are well advised of the need for in- 


dustrial expansion in Nebraska but do we 


fully understand why? 
Not just for the sake 
of growing. Growth in 
and of itself is no ac- 
c o m p l i s h m e n t . 


We want industrial growth for the sake of 
diversification and for greater opportunity. 
With a balance of agriculture and other 
industry, we could more readily absorb such 
things as a drought. These natural disas- 
ters would still be a blow to the individu- 
als involved but their effect would be much 
more limited and more could be d o n e 
with or for those who are victims of the 
disaster. 


There is sympathetic consideration on 


the part of all for those caught in the 
squeeze of the western drought and it is 
hoped that assistance is forthcoming to them 
with dispatch. It is hoped, too, that we 
gain from this experience a little better ap- 
preciation of the never-ending demand upon 
man to build for himself an environment 
capable of sustaining an always more so- 
phisticated way of life.

No Other Choice 


Supreme Court Justice William 0. Doug- 


las, in an address at a University of Ne- 
braska convocation, pointed to the high 
court's decisions relating to federal su- 
premacy as the most controversial of all. 
It is this decision, he said, that has led to 
the greatest oastigation of the court. 


These decisions state, in effect, 
that 


when there is a conflict between federal 
and state laws and constitutions, the fed- 
eral standards prevail. This is at the base 
of all the civil rights and states rights ques- 
tions that are bothering the nation today. 
But it is also the foundation of our Union. 


Without federal supremacy, we would 


have no Union. Without it, each state 
would be free to enact whatever laws it 
wanted. The South would never eliminate 
discrimination and the North would never 
reapportion itself. When power was en- 


trenched through political manipulation or 
economic advantage, it could never be dis- 
lodged. 


When the rights of citizens in any area 


were infringed upon, there could be no re- 
dress. 
States could, if they so desired, 


enact tariff laws against one another, could 
mint their own money, could maintain 
their own armies, could enter into treaties 
with foreign nations, etc. 


Without the principle of federal suprem- 


acy as it is stated in the Constitution and 
upheld by the Supreme Court, we just would 
have no United States. Rather than one 
nation, we would be 50 nations, in a loose 
alliance at best. Federal supremacy could 
never be abandoned and should be limited 
by definition only with great care and heavy 
thought. 


Kuchel Being Vindicated 


One is pleased to learn that Senator 


Thomas Kuchel, of California, is well on 
his way to vindication from attempted 
character assassination during his recent 
campaign for re-election. 


During his campaign he was dogged 


by accusations of drunkenness and sex of- 
fenses — enough to have driven a less 
courageous man into limbo. But Kuchel won 
his re-election and then he went after the 
three right wing extremists who were in- 
strumental in the nationwide campaign of 
defamation. They had been able to worry 
an affidavit of wrong doing from a former 
police officer and they used that as a basis 
for their unbridled attack. 


Now it has been revealed that the prin- 


cipal, and probably only, witness against 
him, has admitted that the charges were 
totally false. 


Three other defendants have yet to face 


the court for their actions, but with admis- 


sions of the principle witness their defense 
has become exceedingly shaky. And Sen. 
Kuchel is not about to let up. He is deter- 
mined to take his case to the last resort for 
vindication. And he should. 


Right wing, left wing or any other wing 


it is true that when attackers step over 
the line into defamation it is a sign that 
they have taken their convictions beyond 
the safe point. At times they get away with 
it, but sooner or later the world will come 
tumbling down on them. This seems to be 
what is happening in this instance. They 
were unable to destroy their adversary 
but their efforts have been of a kind to bring 
lasting disfavor to their cause. They have 
damaged the position they sought to make 
prevail. 


The country is now getting a good les- 


son in behalf of political truthfulness and 
restraint. We hope it learns well.

Medicare Law Has 
Questionable Items 


WASHINGTON — Medical 


care for the elderly, now on 
the brink of becoming law, 
is a history-making piece of 
legislation. 
However, there 


are some hidden gimmicks 
in it which the public doesn't 
know about. They bear care- 
ful scrutiny. 


Hidden Gimmick No. 1— 


is the fact that four medical 
specialists get favorite treat- 
ment. They are radiologists, 
pathologists, anesth e t i s t s, 
and psychiatrists. 


When a patient goes into 


the hospital, his general hos- 
pital expenses are t a k e n 
care of under the new Medi- 
care bill, except for the serv- 
ices of these four specialists. 
They can charge whatever 
they want. If they are on 
salary to the hospital 
the 


charge would average $2.62 
per patient. But, under' the 
Medicare bill as now writ- 
ten, the charge could run 
much higher. 


Hidden Gimmick No. 2— 


is the fact that the Medicare 
bill provides no standards 
for nursing homes. 


Elderly citizens get 120 


days of nursing home care 
under the new bill, but there 
is nothing in the legislation 
which specifies whether the 
nursing home shall be an up- 
to-date institution or a p e s t 
hole. Some nursing h o m e s 
have been so run down that 
some of the worst fires in 
the USA have occurred in 
them. Congress has an excell- 
ent opportunity to raise the 
standard of nursing h o m e s 
when it passes this Medicare 
biU. So far it hasn't. 


Hidden Gimmick No. 3— 


is the fact that the Medicare 
bill puts jurisdiction of in- 


digent children and the aged 
in the hands of welfare de- 
partments, though many ex- 
perts believe they should be 
u n d'e r health departments. 
The chief objective of t h e 
bill is health, not welfare. 


However, welfare depart- 


ment lobbyists h a v e pre- 
vailed upon congressmen to 
put the expenditure of about 
$3 billion for indigent chil- 
dren, and the aged under 
them. 


Many experts argue t h a t 


though welfare workers are 
dedicated, devoted people, 
they do not u n d e r s t a n d 
health. 


These are some compli- 


cated provisions to watch in 
a history-making bill which, 
once it becomes a law, will 
be hard to change.

On Uneasy Seat 


W A S H I N GTON — Vice 


president Hubert Humphrey 
has many roles to play in 
the great society, and so 
far he is pleasing both the 
show's producer, President 
Johnson, and his public. 


But politics is like an ice- 


berg, in that eight-ninths of 
its mass is below water. The 
vice-president tries hard to 
stroll serenely on the one- 
ninth which is visible to the 
naked eye, never complain- 
ing and never explaining. 
Last week, however, the foot- 
ing was slippery and he did 
not escape some slight em- 
barrassment. 


A liberal by conviction, 


the vice-president, h a s fa- 
v o r e d outlawing all poll 
taxes. He belongs, therefore, 
with the bipartisan coalition 
of House and Senate liberals 
who are trying to insert into 
the voting rights bill a flat 
ban on poll taxes in state 
elections. In the Senate they 
were opposed by a coalition 
led by-Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders Mike Mans- 
field and Everett Dirksen, 
who had the President with 
them. 


Besides holding first place 


in the presidential succes- 
sion, the vice-president has 
only one constitutional duty, 
whiJi is to preside over the 
Senate and break a voting 
tie. At first it did not seem 
that Humphrey had to take- 
sides publicly in the Senate 
poll-tax fight, but as actual 
voting neared, it became 
clear that a tie was indeed 
possible.

Humphrey friends, among 


them Walter Reuthor, head 
of the United Auto Workers, 
foresaw his peril and, for 
t h a t and other reasons, 
sought a compromise. It was 


too late. The proposed ban 
went to a vote and lost 49-45, 
a moral victory for which 
Sen. Edward Kennedy of 
Massachusetts gets 
major 


credit.

Defense is generally con- 


sidered the most 
difficult 


part of the game, but, actu- 
ally, very few situations arise 
where the best method of de- 
fense cannot be figured out. 
Doing this may require great 
diligence at times, but the 
reward is easily worth the 
effort. 


Let's say you have t h e 


East hand and West leads a 


spade. Declarer plays low 
from dummy and takes the 
ten with the ace. He t h e n 
leads the king of clubs which 
you win with the ace. The 
question is what to play now. 


It would certainly be easy 


to go wrong at this point. 
The proper play is the king 
of diamonds, on which West 
should play the ten. A low 
diamond to the ace followed 
by another diamond then 
defeats the contract one trick. 
If you play any card other 
than the king of diamonds 
at trick three, declarer makes 
the contract. 


Now how are you supposed 


to know that the kind of dia- 
mond is the right play? It 
takes careful thought, no 
doubt, but it is all very log- 
ical. 


Let's see what you know 


about South's hand a f t e r 
you take the king of clubs. 
You know he has the K-Q- 
J of clubs; otherwise, he 
would have led clubs from 
dummy. He has also shown 
up with the ace of spaces 
and is practically certain to 


have the ace of hearts for 
his heart bid. 


This brings his known high 


card total to 14 points and 
at the same time brings Mm 
to nine tricks—unless y o u r 
side can grab four diamond' 
tricks. 


You have to assume that 


West has the ace of dia- 
monds; otherwise, you may 
as well give up. You there- 
fore lead a diamond; the on- 
ly question is which one. 


Ordinarily you would lead 


fourth best, but in this case, 
because there is danger of 
blocking the suit by leading 
low, you play the king in- 
stead. Even if West fails to 
cooperate by dropping the 
ten, you get an A for effort.

Dies After New Deal Career 


New York ifi—Frapces Per- 


kins. 83, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's colorful, con- 
troversial New Deal secre- 
tary of labor, died F r i d a y 
night. She was America's first 
woman cabinet member. 


As labor secretary f r o m 


1923 to 1945, .Mrs. Perkins' 
tenure spanned the era of the 
sit-down strikes, when labor 
and industry fought a battle 
unparalleled in the nation's 
history. Out of the turmoil of 
those 
depression 
y e a r s 


emerged the powerful verti- 
cal labor organization, t h e 
Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, now a part of the 
AFL-CIO.

She was widely known dur- 


ing her public career as Ma- 
dame Perkins. She had kept 
her maiden name after her 
marriage. 


Her; appointment as secre- 


tary;-of labor led the l a t e 
William Green, then head of 
the Dp^erful American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to declare 
that "labor will never be re- 
coBeiled to her appointment." 


jHe was later to join h i g h 


dignitaries in a testimonial 
dinner when she left office. 


A native of Boston, Mrs. 


Perkins started her career in 
New York as executive secre- 
tary* of the Consumers League 
^J;lecturer in sociology. She 
wa»* a graduate of M o u n t 
HoIySke College and studied 
also ~at the University of 
Pennsylvania and Columbia 
University. 


It was the 1911 Triangle 


shirtwaist factory fire in New 
York, with its loss of 145 Ihes, 
that catapulted Mrs Perkins 
into the arena of organized 
labor. She became executive 
secretary of the New Y o r k 
committee on safety, inter- 
ested in lire prevention and 
safety measures in the city's 
industrial plants. 


She also was aethe at that 


time as director of inxestiga- 
tions for the Xew York State 
Factory Commission, and la 
this connection became wide- 
ly acquainted with New York 
state politicians. 


Roosevelt took over the na- 


tion at the height of the great 
depression and Mrs. Perkins 
was one of his original cabinet 
appointees. Those were t h e 
turbulent days, when the New 
Deal sought to save the na- 
tion from economic stagna- 
tion. 


Garner Impressed 


In the three-cornered h a t 


that became her trademark, 
Mrs. Perkins had a ringside 
seat throughout the era that 
ended with World War II. She 
recalled that Vice President 
John Nance Garner looked at 
her askance when she at- 
tended the first New D e a l 
cabinet meeting. She said: 


"When President Roosevelt 


turned to me and said in 
his friendly way, 'Now, what's 
on your mind?" I replied just 
as briefly and clearly as I 
could. When that first cabinet 
meeting broke up, Mr. Gar- 
ner came over to me, slapped 
me on the back and ex- 
claimed, 'You're all r i g h t ; 
you've got something on your 
mind. You said it and then 
you stopped." 


During much of her 12-year 


career as labor secretary, 
Mrs. Perkins was the target 
of sharp criticism. Her em- 
phasis on social gains brought 


criticism from such groups as 
the American Legion and the 


i Veterans of Foreign Wars.
